Vigorously opposing mail steam- 
ship. subsidies. Representative Helm 
of Kentucky in a speech in tbe 
House today, declared that the 
United Siate-i 



government was 
being converted into a gigantic 
pawnbroker's shop for the pur- 
pose of extending trade. He in- 
sisted that subsidies had not built 
up the maritime interests of the 
| United States. 

"I do not subscribe to that 

- * 

course or policy that would con- 
vert this government into a gigan- 
tic pawnbrokers’ shop in order to 
acquire trade,” declared Mr. Helm 
”1 do think we are materially im- 
proving our trade relations with 
Central and South America by at 
tempting to put men selected at 
Washington fa controle of the 
governments of certain of these 
countries. In my opinion it will 
requite something more than sub- 
sidy to overcome the adverse feel- 
ing engendered by our preseat 
policy in that zone of tbe Western 
Hemisphere which should be our 
best marl et. 

”1 am apprehensive that tbe 
good effects of former Secretary 
Root’s visit to the Central and 
South American republics, looking 
to closer and more cordial re- 
lationship with these governments 
has been largely discounted by our 
more recent domineering policy 
there I fear some blunders and 
mistakes have been made.

Briefly, the programme submit- 
ted bv the farmers is as follows: 
The road hands allowed by law, to 
take one oi the coqnty graders and

day, nine hours to constitute a da* 
each farmer to supplya wagon with 
the capacity to haul a cubic yard 
of gravel at a load and to furnish 
team 1 ud driver, the countv bear I 
ing the expense ofdigging and load 
ing the gravel; tbe firmers also 
agree to donate to the couuty any 
hraoch or creek gravel on their 
farms to l>e used for grading roads 
that pass by or through such 
farms.
